REMARKS 

Applicants wish to thank Exanuncr Langel for the interview conducted at his office on 
August 26, 20O4. during which it was agreed that the following amendments would overcome 
the art of record and would be submitted in response to the pending office acUon. 

Claims 1-45 and 55-72 wet^ previously pending in this applicatioa By this amendment. 

AppUcant is canceling claims 2. 42. 58, and 62-65 without prejudice or disclaimer. Claims 1. 3, 
38 43 55 59 70,71, and 72 have been amended. Specifically, independent claims 1,38. 55. 
71' and 72 have been amended to recite that the metal oxide is an oxide of a metal selected from 
the group consisting of Ca, Mg, Ba, and combinations thereof. These amendments are 
supported in the specification at page 4, lines 28-29, and dependent claims 2. 42, and 58, as 
originally ffled. Thedependenciesof claims 2, 43, 55 have been amended. In claims 1,38 and 
55, the word "about" has been deleted. In churn 70. the word "one" has been added after the 
phrase "the method of." Claims 71 and 72 have also been amended to correct obvious 
typog«phical errors. As a result, claims 1, 3. 4, 38^41. 43-45, 55-57, 59-61 , and 66-72 remain 
pending. No new matter has been added. 

R^ ection und n- ^'^ " S.C. 6112 
Claims 1-4, 38-45, 55-61 , and 66-68 were rejected under 35 U.S.C §112. As noted 
above, claims 1. 38. and 55 were amended to overcome this rejection. Claims 71 and 72 were 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12. As noted above, claims 71 and 72 have been amended to 
overcome these rejections. Claims 3-4. 39-41 . 43-45. 56-57, 59-61 and 66-68 depend directly or 
indirecUy from independent claims 1. 38 or 55. Claims 2, 42. and 58 have been cancelled 
without prejudice. Accordingly, withdrawal of these rejections is respectfuUy requested. 

Claims 62-65 were regectcd under 35 U.S.C. §l02(b) or. in the alternative, under 35 
U.S.C. §103 (a) over Japanese 7-313.867 (JP *867). As noted above, claims 62-65 have been 
canceUed without prejudice. Accordingly, withdrawal of this rejection is respectfiUly requested. 

Claims 1-4, 62-65, 69, 71, and 72 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) or, in the 
allemative. under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) over U.S. Patent No.4.5 18,488 to Wemierberg (hereinafter 
Weimerberg). 
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Weimerberg fails to disclose each arKl every element of the claims as amended. 
Specificany,Wennerbergfailstodisclose,teach.orsuggesta„activ^^ 
„,atri. containing an oxide of a metal selected from the group consisting of Ca, Mg, Ba, and 
combinationsthereof, a. recited in each of independent claims 1, 71. and 72. Moreover one 
skmedintheartwou]dnothaveu^gtoupIIAmeials,suchasCa,Mg,BamWennerb^^ 

because it is concerned v^thhydrogenatingmetals for preparing catalysts. AS su^^^^^^^ 
claims 1 , 7 1 , and 72 arc novel and patentable over Wennerberg. Claims 3, 4, and 69 depend 
directly ftom independent claim 1 and are patentable for at least the above-mentioned reasons. 
Claims 2, 62^5 have been canceUed without prejudice. Accordingly, withdrawal of these 
rejections is respectfiilly requested.

Claims 38-45, 55-61, 66-68 and 70 were iqected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) over 

Wennerberg in view of JP '867. 

As noted above. Wennerberg fails to disclose, teach or suggest an activated carbon - 
cnetal oxide matrix containing an oxide of ametal selected fromihe group consisting of Ca, Mg. 
Ba and combinations thereof, as recited in independent claims 38 and 55, JP '867 discloses a 
deodorant wherein a metal oxide is deposited on the surface of an activated carbon withm the 
pore structure and, as ^ch. fails to cure the deficiencies of Wem»erberg. As such, independent 
claims 38 and 55 are patentable over the references, either alone or in combination. Claims 39- 
41 4345, 69, and 70 depend difectly or indirectly ftom independent claim 38» and claims 56-57, 
59^61 66'.68.'and70dependdirectlyorindirectlyftomindependentclaim55. Assuch. these 
claiml are patentable for at least the same reasons. Claims 42 and 58 have been cancelled 
without prejudice. Accordingly, withdmwal of Ihis rejection is respectfolly requested.
